1. Applicant's Remarks/Arguments filed on 1 1/3/2008 regarding claims 1-18, 20-27, 29-31, 
33-40 have been fully considered. Claims 19, 28, 32 have been cancelled by applicant. Claims 
1-18, 20-27, 29-31, 33-40 are currently pending. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing a method and system for implementing 
optical channel access via RF messaging in a network comprising a plurality of distributed nodes 
and a master node, comprising the unique fimctions of: 

"establishing the optical channel by steering a first optical aperture to point towards the 
other one of the plurality of distributed nodes from the one of the plurality of distributed nodes 
and establishing the optical channel via the first optical aperture." 

The closet prior art, Norman et al. (USP 6,049,533), discloses a method and system for 
establishing an optical channel access between an access point and a plurality of distributed 
nodes via radio frequency messaging. However, Norman fails to anticipate or render obvious the 
above quoted limitations of the present application. This renders the claims allowable.
